Waahington, Dec. 18.— No bjainesa 
of general importance was traaMciea 
by the senate In optn seaEion. Pi .oi 
to the aw.Tet session only ro;:tin< 
matters were brought up excepi the- 
tellowing resolution, whkb Mr. Tt.| 
man (8. C.) sent to the desk and had 
read: "Resolved, that the president 
be and Ij hereby requeeted, if no; in 
his jiuigment ini-omiuiil'!*- with inifjin^ 
Interest, to furnish the senate aii in- 
formation and copies of all corres- 
Vondence between thla government 
and the government of Colombia, 
thowlng what steps, if any, have oec-n 
taken by this government to aecuie a 
treaty between the two governments 
for a modlflcatlon by Colombia of ex- 
isting treaties or concessions with tb» 
view of securing to tin.' rni;^(l Si.ucb 
the right to construct a canal over the 
territory of Colombia, between the At- 
lantic anJ Pacific oceans." 

At the conclusion of the rea;11ng of 
the resolution, Mr. Lmlse (.\Iass.» rf- 
matkeJ: "That is ^ecutive business, 
I move that the senate now proceed to 
the consideration of executive busi- 
ness." 

Mr. Tillman— "Ain't you going to al- 
low this resolution tq go through?" 

Mr. Lodie— "Certainly, in executive 
lession." 

The senate then, 12:30, went Into 
execiitivf session to r('t;uii.e considera- 
tion of the Hay-PauHcelote treaty. 

^•fore taking up the ti^aty the sen- 
ate ratified minor treaties extending 
the time for the consideration of the 
reciprocity treaties which failed to s. 
cure action at the last session of con- 
greaa. In aach instance the supple- 
mentary agreements extend the i.me 
for a ratification 12 months. Senator 
Foraker then spoke on the H.Ty- 
Pauncfote treaty, defending and sup- 
porting it as a wis* precaution for the 
protaction of American interests. He 
said he had been willing to support 
the treaty unamended, believing it to 
have been properly guarded, but that 
''If there had originally been any douiit 
on that score there now could be none 
in view of the amendments already 
jidoptod by the senate and those rec- 
ommended by the commitle on foreign 
relations. 

Senator Nelson (Minn.) offered an 
amendment which he will propo-sc to 
the army reorganization liill providing 
for the issuance by the secretary or 
war to the governors of the states ar. i 
territories of Krag-Jorgensen rifles and 
equtpmcnt for the national guard. 

Ill the lloiisf. 

It waa District of Columbia day in 
the hoase. The aanate bill to amen.i 
tha act to authorize the constnut'on 
of a bridge across the Mississippi river 
at Dubuque was passed. 

Mr. Grosvenor (O.) introduced a biii 
to extend to Hawaii tha privilege or 
the act providing for the lmme..i.ite 
transpcMtatlon of dutiable goods. 

Fight on ReMppurtloiimetit. 
Washington, Dec. 18.— There prom- 
ises to be a big tight over the Hopkins 
reapportionment bill when it ia taken 
up in the house after the holiday re- 
c«M. The rtpraaenttativaa of the 
statMi which will lose representatives 
nadar the bill are organizing for the 
Btruggle. The members for the minor- 
ity of the census committee are seek- 
iof to marshal all tht available 
strength among the dissatisfied mmn- 
bers t>y mailing a minority reiort 
which will rnonimend a tjasls for re- 
apportionment that will not reduce the 
rapraaantatioB In any atate. This can 
Jb* aooompliahed by malcing 194,000 in- 
habitants the basis of representation. 
Upon this basis the house would con- 
sist of 887 members. No state would 
loat and the following would gain: 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Florida, Iowa, Loulaana, Maa-' 
aaehuaetta, Mississippi, Missouri, 
North DahoU, Washington, Weat Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin, each one; Minne- 
sota, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
each two; IlUnola. New York, North 
Carolina and Texas, each three. Mr. 
Burleigh ol Maine will draw the minor- 
ity raport reoommeadfng this b^sts. It 
is poaaible that Mr. Crumpacker of In- 
diana will atlll further complicate thf 
situation by making another iniiiorlty 
report In support of his proposition t ' 
reduce repraaantation from tha south. 

River mid Harbor lltli. 
Washinfton, Dec.. 18.— The house 
oommttte^ on rivar and harbora ex- 
pecU to have its bill complated be- 



fore the holiday raoesa.' The total is 

mounting far beyond the original an- 

til ipaflon.s atlll at the last moment it 
may be found necessary to scale all 
around. It is understood the bill wiih 
the continuing contracta provisionally 
agreed upon exceeds |75.000,000. The 
committee has provisionally agreed to 
1225,000 for a survey of the 14-foot 
canal project to connect the great 
lakes with the Mississippi by way o' 
the Chicago drainage canal and tt.e 
Des Plalnea river.

Multiplied Slatrlnioiiy. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 18.— A mass meet- 
ing of women to protest against Mor- 
mon polygamy waa held here, (he 
principle Fpeaker.s being Dr. S. .1. Kl- 
liott, an Ii/.)lscopal deaconess and tiie 
Rev. W. E. Campbell, a missionary 
among the Mormons. The nieetii.^ 
was one of a series being Iselu 
throughout the country under the 
auspices of the International Counrll 
of Women for Christian and patriotic 
service. Miss Helen Oould is president 
of the council. 

Dr. Elliott .«ald In the course of her 
remarks: "Polygamy is spreading 
with Mormoniam. It ia not cont!npd 
to Utah, but exists in Idaho, New .Mex- 
ico, Arltona. Wyoming, Nevada a'l l 
Colorado. If four more states art^ a Id- 
ed to the nine in which the Mormon^ 
already have political power It will be 
Impossible to legislate against them." 
Resolutions were adopted urging con- 
gress to take pri)ui[)t acti.jn in favor 
of an amendment prohibiting po y;;- 
amy and making its practice punish- 
able by disfran( hisenient. 

Koyalty KuHAled. 
Ixindon, Dec. 18.— Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Parker, . pastor of the City Temple, 
who has assumed for a weak, the ed- 
itorship of the London Sun, under the 
heading 'Uetting and Gambling Fore- 
casts," tilts at the Prince of Wales 
and iMTd Rosebery. as follows: "Woe 
to .Iny country in which the heirs to 
the throne and prime ministeis favo: 
the racecourse as it exists among us 
today. If the princes are guilty, it is 
a poor consolation for us to rebuke 
peasants.
